It should be used 
in borders as edgings, also massed on rockwork 
or in the shrubbery. Plant about three inches 
deep and an inch or two apart. They may be 
left undisturbed for many years. Chionodoxa 
need no winter protection but are best planted 
in positions where they get such protection 
naturally. They are occasionally used for flow- 
ering in pots in winter but must be grown cool, 


not forced at high temperature.
